They should be not only intelligent In judgment, but also ef- 


fective In action, taking measures for the correction of abuses, in- 
sisting upon the appointment of well trained, high minded, culti- 
vated teachers and upon an adequate, compensation, making it pos- 
sible to secure and retain the best. -In every way they should work 
for that ideal economy of human intellect and human .character 
which will indeed serve the state better than any fiscal scheme.

some dry sand, when tbe dry grnlnf 
will stick to its slimy skin nnd make I,' 
helpless. 


All living creatures are endowcr. 


with the instinct to move and spreao 
over tbe earth. Human beings, higher 
animals and birds prefer to more 
about In fair weather. To the earth 
worm nnd other lowly creatures, liki 
frogs, salamanders, slugs nud lautl 
snails, rainy days are the only fiiii 
days for traveling.1 When the sun 
comes out nnd dries the roads and the 
meadows, they withdraw into tlieli 
hiding places. As earthworms canhol 
see clearly, they crawl about In an 
aimless sort of way. If they happen to 
get on a board or cement wall:, when 
the sky clears they soon die and shrivel 
up.

er into the ground. At n depth varying 
from six inches to two feet each worm 
coils up Into a little ball.

ield nils, fresh water terrapin and 
crawllsh. Of all these burroworsi thai 
irey on the levees, excavating wlthlL 
them goodly chambers or UinneK tho 
crawllsh do the most damage, with the 


rties and terrapins a good second, 


j'ho harm done by the alligators Is 
comparatively small. 


"In repairing Ihe hanks crawllsh 


doles are often found of Immense size. 
It is these hollow spaces that in lime 
of freshets cause a caving in and break 
of the levees, which of course bring 
on an inundation of all the adjacenl 
country. The worst part of the busi- 
ness Is that no way of exleriiilnatlng 
these posts has yet been found, ami 
the only thing to be done is to try to
